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Principal Tells Bcan^ieet

Dr. Robertson reviewed his ini- 
tiation into Students' Society acti- 
vités almost Iminediatcly following 
Ills appointment and said he has 
since grown to respect the "extra- 
curricular activities that can be 
thought up by the students." 

He mentioned that now is the 
time when students begin to "ta- 
ke stock of themselves", but that 
though extra-curricular activities, 
detracted from the time available 
for study, there will always be dis- 
tractions, and that these distrac- 
tions were perhaps of the best 
kind. He stressed the fact that the 
Important thing here was 'balan- 
ce* — having a proper perspective 
and reasoned proportion of time. 

Dr. Robertson concluded by 
stressing the need for developing 
civic, lirovincial .and federal lead- 
ers, and commended the .recipients 
of the awards, saying they possess- 
ed "that unnameable quality which 
is needed for Canada's future" — 
that quality characterized by "ima- 
gination; Industry, enterprise, and 
leadership." 

Concluding the Banquet, Gordon 
Echenberg, President of the Stu- 
dents' Society, spoke, riot quite for 
the five hours promised by Women's 
Union President Rosalind Saginur. 
He first outlined the accomplish- 
ments of McGiU during the past 



year : the Blood Drive Rol more 
pints per student tlian uver licforc; 
the Ilevue rcijained its prcstijje on 
campus; two debaters won the Ca- 
nadian National Del)alinc Cup; tlie 
Rednien captured the Yalcs Tro- 
phy; and the noise problem in tlie 
residences was rectified. 

However, he empha.si^ed tliat tlie 
past is not important — we must 
look to the future. The first pro- 
blem facing llie canipu.i was apa- 
thy. He placed much of the blame 
for this on the fact thai the Stu- 
dents' Society has insufficient fa- 
cilities to combat il — altlioush 
the SKC did a good jol), much more 
can be accomplished when we liave 
the greater facilities available in 
the new Students' Centre. 

Turning to the prol)k>ni of Eng- 
lish-French relations in Canada, he 
described McUill as tha foremost 
English university in the country, 
and a minority group in French- 



speaking Quebec. He felt that there 
should be more contacts between 
English and French-speaking stu- 
dents and cited next year's cxchan* 
ges with Laval, under the direction 
of Arts and Science representative 
Ingrid Hail, as a step in the right 
direction. 

Echenberg also referred to the 
work of the SEC Education Com- 
mittee in presenting a student 
point of view to the government 
in Quebec, resulting in more scho- 
larship funds being nuule avail- 
able. In passing he praised the re- 
cent lowering of the voting age 
to eighteen, an action which he 
attributed to the initiative of Uni- 
versity of Montreal students.

The Mclntyre Medical Sciences Centre should be completed 

and will be in use two yearj from now. Tills was the ehcouraging 
news that the campus received from City Hall, when It was oh- 
nounced recently Ihot the City Council had approved the plant 
for the new Medical Centre, a new Biology Building, and a large 
garage, oil to be constructed on the "new" upper campus on 
Pine Avenue at a total cost of nearly $20 million. 



Ai the same time, It was an* 

nounced that City Council had 
approved tb% eonstruction of the 
Stewavt Biology Biiildlng, and a 
garage irith • capacity of 4S0 
automobUei. The Biology Building 
wlfi be aemed la honour of Walter 
M. Stewart, Emeritus Governor and 
university benefactor. At preient, 
the building la still being planned 
on urchiteots' drafting boards. 

Tendeni- bave already bean call- 
ed for the eonstniotlon of the new 
Medical Colenoes Centre, on the 
basis of plans prepared by the firm 
of Marshall and Merrett^Construo- 
tion should begin shortly, in order 
that the building can be ready for 
occupancy two years from now. 

The building Is named after the 
Molntyre family, and old Montreal 
family which lived for many years 
on the site, at present known as 
Mclntyre Paris. 



Circular Design 
The building will be oircular 

in design In order to achieve 
maximum use of the space In the 
building. The architects explained 
that due to the circular design, 
approximately eoçd of the area of 
the building will be available for 
actual use, whereas American 
medical schools of conventional 
design have provided an efficiency 
of use of only 40%-66%. The entire 
building will bo air-conditioned. 

There will be three main parte 
to the building, which has been In 
the planning stage for the past 
seven years: two stories at the 
Pine Avenue entrance will contain 
three lecture auditoriums, seating 
400, 260, and 130 respectively; four 
stories between the Drumraond 
Street and Pine Avenue levels will 
be mainly library space, and reac^ 
ing rooms; and the floors above 
Pine Avenue will be occupied b|r 
the various departments of the 
Medical Faculty. • : 
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Post-Graduates Meet; 
Change Fee Distribution

Successful In lh«lr second attempt to attain an open-meeting quorum, the Posl-Graduate 

Students' Society on March 7 voted 134-1 In favour of the amendment proposing a more equal 
distribution of post-graduates' activity fees. 



In effect tliis amendment will 
mean tliat of tlie $17.50 paid as 
post-graduate student activity fees, 
10% will go to the accumulating 
Trust Fund of the PGSS; 10% will 
be handed over to the PGSS for 
operating expenses; and 80<'/o will 
be paid to the Students' Society 
for services received, such as a 
Union meeting-room, Union facil- 
ities, and the Daily. 

On inlroducing the amendment, 
Stephen Windisch, president of the 
Society, pointed out that in the 
past $2 of the $10 fee went to the 
PGSS, but the SEC Constitution in 
the Student Handboolc only toolc 
Into account one of these dollars. 
(Tlie otlier, going to the PGSS 
Trust Fund was apparently omitted 
due to some clerical error). Now 
with the fee raise to $17.50, the 
SEC constitution still only provides 
$1 for the PGSS. This, Windisch 
thought, was not a fair distribu 
tion. 

The post-graduate students, he 
stated, are different from the 
Undergraduates and do not share 
their interests. "Originally we 
were free from SEC jurisdiction 
and programming. Now that we 
have been forced to become a part 
of it we should still be given the 
opportunity to form our own news 
paper, our own literary groups. 



and our own clubj. Thin can only 
be accomplished if wa obtain a 
larger part of the student activity 
fees." 

Separatism 

Windisch's opening remaries 
werejgreeted by cries of "Let's 
stariTSeparatU movement" from 
the floor. However the president 
implied that even though this was 
a separatist era, the Board of 
Governors would not allow two 
student bodies, and that the PGSS 
should not alienate the people it 
had to work with. 

Before the amendment officially 
becomes part of the SEC constitu- 
tion it must be approved by this 
body and by the Board of Govern 
ors. According to Windisch, the 
chances of this are very good. 

After the amendment was passed 
amidst enthusiastic clapping, 
motion was proposed by LJ. Cabri 
to the effect that: 1) the PGSS 
conduct a full Inquiry into the 
method by which it was made to 
Join ; the:^SEC. under what terms, 
and whether these terms have been 
carried out. 2) the PGSS draw up 
a legally recognized document stat- 
ing the history and purpose of the 
PGSS Trust Fund, and also take 



fthe necessary steps for that Trust 
Fund to accumulate interest. 

Should the fee amendment be 
rejected the PGSS take whatever 
measures necessary to clarify the 
situation. 

After some discussion and clarifie 
ation, this.molion was passed-again 
with a majority of 134-1. 

A final motion was made prO' 
posing that the PGSS investigate 
the anomaly in the election of the 
SEC Representative of the Faculty 
of Graduate Studies, and Research 
This was passed unanimously as 
there seemed to be some confusion 
on this topic.

liberal Near-Majority Likely 



Now that the federal election 
campaien is within a few weeks 
of its conclusion it should be 
possible to make a rational 
estimate of the results. This 
docs not rule out the possibility 
of some voters changing their 
minds, but barring unforeseen 
contingencies it is probable that 
most voters hav;: already decided 
how they will vote. In more 
than half the scats' there Is no 
real contest, with the results 
bchig known in advance by all 
contestants. The seats which 
present the greatest problem to 
"the pundits and the pollsters" 
(to adopt Mr. Diefenbaker's 
phrase) arc mainly of three 
types : those where the eIcctor.itc 
has no distinct party loyalties 
and can bwing cither way, those 
where the result was so close 
last time that a swing of a few 
votes can alter the outcome, 
and those where three or four 
parties all have substantial 
strength. A classic example of 
the latter is Fraser Valley (B.C.) 
where the four candidates last 
year all received 23^0 or more 
of the vote. 

The sensational Diefenbaker 
sweep of 1958 obscured a grow- 
ing trend towards what might be 
called a reglonallzation of the 
vote, with different areas of the 
cotmtry. tending to reveal rad- 
ically different patterns of party 
support. When the sweep evap- 
orated- last year it revealed an 
altered political landscape, in 
which traditional party loyalties 
had been replaced and all parties 
in a sense had to start from 
scratch. The (kmscrvativcs retain 
their traditional nucleus of 
strength around Lake Huron 
and in the Loyalist areas of 
the Maritimes but have added 
a new one on the Prairies. The 
Liberals, who were reduced in 
1058 practically to Newfound-, 
land, Montreal, and northern 
Ontario, are now tlie party of 
all the more urbanized areas 
of Ontario. The N.D.P., whatever 
it calls itself, rcUins the hold 
of its predecessor on the working 
class areas of Winnipeg and 
Vancouver, but Saskatchewan 
seems irreparably lost. Social 
Credit has emerged as the protest 
party of Quebec, its greatest 
strength being in the rootlciss 
areas of the new industrial north, 
where traditional loyalties are 
weakest. 

Nationally the trend against 
Diefenbaker revealed last year 
seems to have continued, espe- 
cially in the areas where it was 
strongest before. In Quebec the 
P.M.'8 views on biculturalism 
have sealed the party's fate, 
with most traditional "bleu" 
voters likely to support Social 
Credit. The- overdue explosion 
of the defence issue left the 
Conservatives in a rather un- 
tenable position; anything they 
say against nuclear weapons Mr. 
Douglas can say more convinc- 
ingly. Add to this the resignation 
of several ministers and the 
lingering resentment about the 
the last election, and it is dif- 
financial crisis which followed 
ficult to see the Conservatives 
losing much less than thirty-five • 
scats. 

The Atlœitic 
Provinces 

The chances of successful 
prognosis arc relatively high in 
the four eastern provinces, be- 
cause old-fashioned two party 
contests are still the rule, despite 
a pretence of N.D.P. opposition 
in roost of the seats. Super- 
ficially strong, the Tory position

is actually precarious becaust 
theh: majorities are usually 
small. So are those of the Lib- 
erals, but for reasons already 
enumerated the swing is likely 
to be in their favour. They are 
likely to make a clean sweep 
In Newfoundland. Prince Edward 
Island will split with two scats 
for each party, the Tories keep- 
ing the dual scat of Queen's. 
In Nova Scotia the ^Liberals are 
a good bet In Halifax (two scats) 
Colchester-Hants, Shelburnc-Yar- 
niouth-Clarc and pos.sibly. Cum- 
berland, Plctou and Quccn's- 
Luncnburg. New Brunswick is 
likely to be unchanscd. Tlic tot;il 
score for the region : Liberals 
21, Tories 8, N.D.P. 1 and three 
doubtful. 



Quebec 



In Quebec- the P.C.'s stand 
a good chance of being squeezed 
out entirely, but they will prob- 
ably retain a few seats, such 
as Joliette and Trois Rivieres, 
where the Union Nationale 
machine is strong. In Montreal 
they arc dead for the foreseeable 
future. Social Credit could pick. 



Peterborough to the NJ).P. The 
N.D.P. Is likely to lose Port 
Arthur and Danforth because 
In both the Liberal ran a close 
second last time and will gain 
enough from the F.C. to take 
the seat. This makes a score 
of Liberals 50, N.D.P. 5, P.O. 24. 

The West 

'West of Ontario the picture 
changes radically, with P.C. 
strength on the Prairies likely 
to remain relatively stable. Tlie 
Liberals have hopes in a few 
Manitoba scats, the most likely 
being V/iiinipcg South, South 
Center and Provcnchcr. In Al- 
berta Social Credit is the most 
likely beneficiary of the anti- 
Conser\'alivc swing, aitliouKli liie 
Liberals iniyht take Edmonton 
West. The other Edmonton seals 
nnd Acadia are likely Social 
Credit gains. 

British Columbia is the only 
four party province and the 
hardest to predict. The two Oka- 
nagan seats could go to the 
N.D.P., with Okanagan Boundary 
almost certain to do so. The 
Liberals arc favoured in Burrard

up a few of their Eastern Town- 
ship seats. The Liberals are hope- 
ful in Bromc-Misslsquoi, Vau- 
dreuil-Soulanges, Longueuil, Ste. 
Marie and possibly Lotbinlcre 
(the last-named is a certain 
Tory loss, the question is to 
who) Social Credit is safe in 
twenty seats but vulnerable tO' 
the Liberals in Drummond, Ka- 
mouraska, Levis, Bcllcchasse, 
Shefford and Riviere du Loup. 
It could gain from them RI- 
mouski, Champlain and Labelle. 
The New Democrats could come 
second in some Montreal seats. 
A plausible breakdown of results 
is Liberals 40, Social Credit 29^ 
Tories 6. 

Ontario 

It is difficult to see the 
Lllîerals losing any seats in the 
province that has become their 
stronghold. They are likely to 
complete their sweep of the 
province's urbanized southern 
strip. from Belleville to Windsor 
except for the durable Michael 
Starr. This means gains from the 
Tories of their tliree Toronto 
seats, their two in Hamilton, and 
Northumberland, Elgin and 
Wcntworth. The Tories also stand 
to lose Hastings South and Ren- 
frew South to the Liberals and 



and Victoria, and might lake 
Esquimau and Quadra. All these 
arc now P.C. scats except Bur- 
rard, which is N.D.P. The Social 
Credit strongholds of Cariboo 
and Fraser Valley are split four 
ways and the Liberals or N»D.P. 
could cisily take them. 

For the whole region the re- 
sults could be Conservatives 39, 
Liberals 14, N.D.P. 12 and Social 
Credit 7. This would leave the 
Liberals with slightly less than 
a majority in the next parlia- 
ment, Social Credit with a slight 
gain, and the N.D.P. essentially 
unchanged.

We are all trapped In a water* 
trickling, rat-jumping basement, 
wlth» of course, no exit. Here the 
Old Man Jives,, picking his toes in 
a yèllowî batlitttb. From time to 
time paradoxes are mumbled into 
the gloom : — "I exist for I could 
not die if I were not alive", or, 
"Deep, deep within mc, I've smel- 
led a nt^Such, at any rate, seems 
to be.théTwwld this year's Forffe 
contributors have . chosen to in- 
habit. The objection to this, from 
a literary point of view, Is, not 
only the mood of .passive depres* 
slonr but the pervasive . murk In 
which nothfaig Is' clearly defined. 

One of the cleverest stories. Jade 
Klein's Nobody, But Nobody, Un- 
derhells Gimbel's. a funny and 
lively caprice, buries itself in this 
^oomy basement of symbolism In 
a very regrettable way. The central 
figure, a young girl called Sibyl, 
wanders like Euridyce in hell 
through the shopping throng of 
Gimbel's; but her identity wavers 
and shifts from moment to mo- 
ment so that she is now Eve and 
now Alice in Wonderland. The 
story's antagonist, Odysseus, is a 
poet judged feeble-minded and re- 
legated to the custody of an old 
woman who patronizes iiim ("You'- 
ve been tbinldng too much..."). Is 
fee then Orpheus — or Adam — • or 
end it is Sybil who is dismenmber* 
ed. And who is tho snake-lipped 
shoplifter, who the collectors for 



the blind who mutilate Euridyce? 
Who can tell? Can Mr. mein? 

In The Principle of No-Mind, we 
have a nightmare vision of dissolv- 
ing identity. Mr. Kieln Ukes the 
Cartesian dictum, "I think, there- 
fore I am", and reverses it to sug- 
gest that to think is an act of 
self-destruction. His hero Mr. Meius 
codifies and classifies his expe- 
riences In a meticulous process 
that In the end captures nothing 
but the lost and trapped . ego, a 
pitiable enigma, both prisoner and 
fugitive, without either identity or 
wisdom. The symbol that closes the 
story; !: MeIui crawling out of a 
locked filing cabinet. Is effective; 
but the-'scene describing his efforts 
to climb barbed wire Into a power 
station is confused, for this source 
of power -Is- mechanized, not na- 
tural; and does not suggest the 
kind of vitality Meius really seeks. 

The Year of the Eggroïl by Mar- 
vin Rabinovitch describes (often 
very effectively) the exposure of a 
glib, youth to tlie pain of an alien 

— the enigmatic Chinese bartender 
he condescends to and deceives. At 
first blandly superior, the young 
client is at last jolted into recogni- 
tion of the other man's pain — 
but It Is a very small shock, the 
first and only galvanic touch of 
life for the zombie-like narrator 
whose own life Is an apparent va- 
cuum. His. home, I suspect. Is that 
dreary basement and his namo is 
Nobody. 

James Rotber's As Lonff as It's 
the Truth is an existentialist's diary 

— Intensely self-obsessed and' ana- 



lytic, yet so static that the writer's 
speculation he may already luive 
died seems more than' likely. Such 
a suspicion shared by the reader 
makes for only a vague, morbid 
curiosity liko that one might feel 
watching the listless movements of 
a drowned body In deep water. 

With Susan Carson's Dear God I 
Eternity? a refreshing breath of 
humour sweeps through the base- 
ment Although here again we have 
a postmortem fantasy, at least the 
semblance of life is funny rather 
than grisly or pitiable.- Heaven Is 
here brIsMy portrayed, as a large 
corporation peopled by executives, 
keen young messengers, and new 
arrivals like the beatnik who dis- 
mays tho office by 'providing no 
IBM card. Beguiling, touches en- 
liven the narrative : —,1 partleu* 
larly liked the algn-dvet Jbe 'celes- 
tlal'swUcbboard thatréads "There's 
No Beasdh'for'It, Just Our Policy." 

Everything Will be Wonderful 
by Anthony Mawson portrays ano- 
ther paralyzed hero in a stale of 
cataleptic depression: tlie young 
scholarship student Cilve sits glum- 
ly in a restaurant spinning a fanta- 
sy around the waitress. He dreams 
of rushing to her defence against 
some boistrously amorous custom- 
ers; he dreams of winning a race; 
but all the while he sits without 
moving, and when he does move it 
is to run aimlessly out of the res- 
taurant — back home to the base- 
ment, no doubt The predominant 
theme of this Issue of Forge* is 
summed up in the words describ- 
ing Clive : "he saw himself now as 



a thin curve of fluid at the bottom 
of a tall U-tube of glass, limp and 
trapped." This is the most succes- 
sful story in the magazine because 
the hero has a past as well as a 
present, and his pathetic dreams 
of failure and desire are related 
to a personality, with some dimen- 
sion, acting in a world we reco- 
gnize. But the plain aesthetic fact 
remahis that a fictional character 
without will and without the ca- 
pacity to feel vividly or think co- 
herently Is simply not .interesting. 

Some skilful writing. Imaginative 
daring and flashes of wit give the 
only life this year's fiction hi 
Forffe can offer. For the rest, mo- 
notony of tone and theme dratie- 
ally Ihnit reader hiterest.

One can come to . this play 
with tho knowledge that. Jules 
Romains, propounder of tho doc- 
trine of Unanlmisme, exalted in 
his early work the concept of 
the "collective soul"; that' the 
horror of World War I changed 
bis vision of this "collective 
soul" to something stupid and 
easily duped by deceiving "he- 
roes" and that "Dr. Knock" be- 
longs to the later work in 
which Romains aimed to reveal 
Its own gullibility to -the social 
group. But all this is not ne- 
cessary. Romabis's weapon Is 
satfare and his medium. Is brce, 
and the "message" is subor- 
dinate to the entertainment. 
Give us brilliant entertainment 
and any '%>essage|*^ will take 
care of itself .. 

The production at- Moyse- Hall 
was adequate, but it,'wa»-net 
brilliant'. The rMult-traa an en- 
. ieyabU but not an •xclting 
•vtnlno of theatre/ And ' farce, 
unfortunately, must be more 
than enfoyabte : It must be 
hilarious. The hilarity of this 
play Is not' .written Into the 
script; it depends to a very great 
extsnt on the acfert, and It 
mutt be carefully eontrelled by 
♦he director. 

The difficulty of tbe play lies 
'in Its structure. In Act I we 



Icarn that Dr. Knock has just 
bought an almost non-existent 
practice from Dr. Parpalaid, who 
Is now trying to sell an equally 
worthless car. Act H shows Dr. 
Knock duping the- villagers one 
by one into believing that ihey 
are all frightfully ilL Act UI is 
the triumph : the local hotel Is 
converted into a hospital, and 
Dr. Knock crowns his list of pa- 
tients with Dr. Parpalaid himself; 
but the success Is ironic, for Dr. 
Knock is also duped, possessed 
by the deity. Medicine, whose di- 
sciple he had at first only pre- 
tended to be. The play builds 
steadily towards its inevitable 
conclusion, and the only surprise 
at the end Is that there is no 
twist or change in the situation. 
Laughter, depends throughout on 
action, and dialogue; this is a 
"fun" play, and the fun must be 
exploited for all it is worth. ' . 

The central character of Act I 
is the car. It was a very funny 
car, but its effect was lessened 
by a mechanical flaw : when Dr. 
Parpalaid suggests they stop to 
view the scenery, he is tryhig to 
cover up the fact that the motor 
has. broken down. I knew this be- 
cause I had read the play before, 
but I wonder whether the rest 
of the aiidlcnce did. -Michael 
Frueh would have been an ex- 
cellent Dr. Parpalaid had his 
speech been dearer; his hurry 
to get through many of his lines 
left us no time to laugh. Aviva 
Slesin, as Madame Parpalaid, 
played the type of role she is so 
accustomed to with the usual 
bounce and energy. 

Each of the duping scenes of 
Act n' should'.be more comical- 
than tho precedlne one, not only 
because-the trick is tepeaied 'yet' 
again; but beàuse-'th^^éefie-U^'^ 



self is funnier. There was one 
excellent "build" in the first of 
these, between the Town Crier 
and' Dr. Knock; in which the doc- 
tor tells his first patient not to 
smoke, not to drink, and to for- 
get that he Is married — and to 
eat as little as possible.

Poetry 



The twenty-seven poems by 
fourteen authors in this year's 
Forge dbplay, on the whole, two 
very important and encouraging 
preoccupations. First many of 
the poems show that the authors, 
tegardlesa of tiieir subjects, are 
concerned with matters of poetic 
fom. and,disciplhie. The young 
poeta.'ieem aware that good. poe-° 
try involves not.only, a .direct 
response to life, but an organized 
response. K.:..V.' Hertz 'and James 
Bother particularly'.show a sure 
control^andTsénséV of -balance hi 
their poems.'! Second, 'several of 
the poets in Forge .reveal a sen- 
sitivity to the sound of poetry 
that goes beyond questions of 
diction and involves what can 
only be called a good ear. A. G. 
Glover's poem, "The Son," draws 
its strength from the author's 
sense of the rhythms and musical 
qualities of language. 

Certainly there are flawed and 
Imperfect poems in the collec- 
tion; it would not be a student 
collection otherwise. No student 
poet however, is helped by being 
told that he lacks the intensity 
of Yeats or the erudition of 
Eliot; but perhaps an indication 
of where some poems fall on 
their own temu may be helpful. 
, Student poetry should be ex- 
perfanental, ;not necessarily, fai 
creatinji|jj|n[dj^onns of-exprcs- 
'slon^^lPIPIdlscovering just 
which mode 'of expression Is most 
.congeiUal'.to the. author's parti- 
cular vision * of human . experien- 
ce. Carol Firee'm'anii=l In four 
poems, uses the technique of the 
Imagists, but while her poetry 
interests because she 'chooses de-, 
libcrately a series ' of '^tiniuual 
vantage points or perspectives, 
the poems read too much like- 
prose — in other words, her con- 
ceptions are good but her ear 
for poetry needs to devdop. 

Seymour Mayne, In "Nouvelle", 
expresses an infectious exuberan- 
ce and joy that is wholly ddight- 
ful. and then in "Four Haiku" 
demonstrates experiments In lan- 
guage and control which augur 
well for his future work. When 
he brings these qualities to- 
getheri the strength of his poetry 
will', grow- proportionally. 

Another encouraging quality 
• of ^thetpoetiy in this issue of 
Forge lies in the mature reaction 
to human experience manifest hi 
several of the poems. Young 
people, and especially young ar- 
tists. Inevitably pass through a 
period in which their sole preoc- 
cupation is 'T^ but unfortunate- 
ly, not all. of them grow beyond 
this to learri the meaning of the 
word. "We". At least part of

"It has oft been sUted^Uiat the 
tralf creative geniua^must re- 
main constantly in a state of ut- 
ter depression in order to pro- 
duce his earth-shalcing outpour- 
ings" — in other words, a truly 
creative genius' lot is not a happy / 
one. 

The French-Canadian poet Hec- 
tor dc Saint-Dcnys-Gamcau is ob- 
viously a truly creative Rcnius of 
the first order, not only by virtue 
of his rather (luictly earth-shak- 
ing outpourings, but also in the 
light of the obvious and undenia- 
ble utter depression which seems 
to permeate every page ot^hls'î^ 
posthumously published Journal. . 
So we have justification by faith 
and works. 

Unlike, however, a large num- 
ber of truly creative genii and/ 
or Canadian poets, Saint-Denys- 
Garoeau seems to have been 
slightly reticent about both faith 
and works, since he published 
only one book during his life- 
time, Regards et jeux dans l'es- 
pace and only after coercive ef- 
forts on the par:t of friends and 
relatives. • -. 



• Prèsiimablyrthe saine friends 

and rëlàUvës.^ivere rather anxious 
that thé >wôrldjshbuld ïiol suffer 
the loss of his poétié'outpourings, 
since after his^death of heart 
failure at the age of thirty-two 
the previously-published poems, 
along with a larger number of 
unpublished poetry, were group- 
ed under the title Poésies com- 
plètes de •Satnt-Dcnyj-Garaeau 
and published in 1049. The Jour- 
nal first appeared — in the ori- 
ginal French of course — in 1954. 
"It should not be forgotten," 
reads a-translator's note in this 
English edition, "that the Jour- 
nal was not written to be read 
by anyone else, much less for pu- 
blication". 

In the manuscript Itself, Sahit- 
Denys-Gameau includes the 
rather depressing notation; "As 
a general commentary, on every- 
thing in^l«jj^JôunU]iexcept a 
few pagoîl^itttjiffidllt^ to 
me 7;^I;,don't^aIIj^^pWn I 
It's nôhe'^oflinyliaslnèil".^ 

The editors have of course 
made the usual tactful tubstitu- 
tient where ."personal" référ- 
ençai, as thty inevitably will 
In any ioumal "not written to 
be read by anyone else, much 
lets for publication," occur. 
Salnt-Denys-Gameau ooet to tea 
at the X — *', spends an evening 
at R — and is moved to 
creativity by a visit from A— » 

There is however less of tliis 
alphabetical intercourse than 
tuual, shice Saint-Denys^Sameau ' 
was somewhat of a recUise and 
also , since - the ' journal, tnitten 
"in order '.to^ take my bearings 
every day and especially to re- 
cord my sphritual condition", is 
largely introspective. 

In fact the only name-dropping 
that occurs — exdudhig the men- 
tion of such literati as Mauriac, 
Gide, Dostoïevski, and Baude- 
lah-e, who even in 1935 could not 
have earned anyone any points 
in a game of oneniproanship — 
involves musical footnotes like 
"Budapest String Quartet". Ra-' 
vol's quartet, 1002. His only work 
in this form. Dedicated to his 
master Gabriel Faure. He is very 
close to great art here. At cer- 
tain moments an absolute sim- 
plicity in the themes, a bareness 
and masterly balance in «ont- 
tructiqn.. Still very cerebral, with 



material elements and sensa- 
tions as the starting point". 

And it is the . sort of very 
forgivable name-dropping which 
seems to finds its end in the 
purelyapçïsonal satisfaction of 
gettlhg^Ravcl neatly pigeonholed 
with' a'^hnsojlike.'.cercbral. 

Despile'ttieTpoliey'of steriliu- 
tlon followed by the editors, 
however. It was Impossible for 
them^*to, eradicate all personal 
references. The tone of the 
entire text {t In fact so Intensely 
personal that \^ Is frequently 
difficult not to be embarrassed 
by the Intensity of emotion, or 
perhaps one should say depres- 
sion, to which we are subjected. 

"Am I not making a pretence 
of living? For me, everything 
is an excuse for a pretence of 
living, of thinkhig, of lovhig. If 



I were absolutely honest I would 
read no more, write no more, 
see no one. I am not fit company 
for anything or anyone," is a 
little hard to take, even when . 
balandcd by such passages as 
"Glory be' to God for this book, 
for him who composed it, for 
the splendour of . truth 1"— Saint- 
Dènys-Gamcau in a good mood ' 
after reading Aimé Forest's Du 
conscnfcnient n l'élrc. 

"Everyone says, 'I can't tell 
you how beautiful it is !' and it 
is the poet who tells us, that is 
ills sovereign faculty," I think 
Hector de Saint-Denys-Garncau 
adequately meets his own spe- 
cifications, even In prose that 
wasn't really meant to be pu- 
blished.

'SHAKESPiARE'S' llAi>l>Y' COMEDIESl By 
John' Dovtr WItion. Britlth Book Ser- 
vice. 320 pp. U.OO. 

Books which proclaim them- 
selves to be for the "general 
reader" are usually directed to 
an audience which is not so much 
uninformed as unintelligent. Of- 
ten such a description â merely 
the author's excuse for sweeping 
generalization, and academic 
slackness. 

. One wonders, therefore, why 
Mr. . Wilson chose to undercut 
Ills often valuable.wdrk in .hls 
preface by meiiUoning hl8-.ad• 
. vanced ' age (surely^ Bertrand - 
Russell docs -not introduce his 
political utterances by virtually 
saying he is a "foolish fond old 
-man") and describing it as "a 
book based upon popular lectu- 
res... intended to appeal not to 
scholars but to the general pu- 
blic". He is aided in this course 
of sdf-destruction by the binrb- 
writer, who calmly assures us 
"his principal object is to com- 
municate to others not new ideas 
at all...". 

Even granting that general 
readers (who are mystû^ously 
assumed by publishers to have 
omnivorous Intellects capable of 
consuming everything* from Pe- 
ruvian 'handicrafts to Thomas 
Carlyle) are boUi more wide- 
spread and cultured In England 
than in North Amwica addriûâ 
' sing a book on early Shakesp^^j 
: rian comedy to thm^voald sei^ 
to be'é rather qiiiirotie'rataiprisi^. 
And I think a confusion of .pur-; 
pose is largely responsible for 
' the curious unevenncss of the 
book, which ranges from original 
insight and charming personal 
observations to the most dry 
critical common places. 

The book deals with the ten 
plays of Shakespeare's first co- 
medy period: The Two Gentle- 
men of Verona, The Comedy of 
Errors, The Taming of the Shrew, 
Lov^s Lahouft Lost, Midsum- 
mer Night's Dream, The Merry 
Wives oil Windsor, The Merchant 
of Venice, Much Ado About 
Nothing,. As You Litce It, and- 
Twelfth mht. Mr. Wilson says, 
that the first two plays set up 
: a pattern (mercantile life in Er- 
rors, courtly love in Two Gen- 
tlemen)^ which is followed with 



increasing refinement in the 
other eight. His elaboration of 
this fundamentally correct dis- 
tinction is ingenious (e.g., "the 
basic theme of love and friend- 
ship, as first worked out in The 
Two Gentlemen, involves a 
quartet of characters, two men 
and two .women, moving in a 
kind of stately minuet against a 
romantic background") but soon 
embroils him in a tangle of ex- 
ceptions. 

Perhaps it is not too heretical 
to suggest that- Mr. Wilson does 
not basically have enough, sym- 
pathy for his subject. After^what 
must have been an âctrèmëly 
close study of the plays In pre- 
^ paring the New Cambridge edi- 
' tiens, he comes up with such 
truisms as "The comedy of Jon- 
son... is a comedy of ideas; 
Shakespeare's comedy is a co- 
medy of the emotions." He con- 
fesses with admirable frankness 
that he could not stomach "Love's 
Labour'a Lost" before attending 
a Tyrone Guthrie production of 
It; and seems equally bored with 
At You Like It (wliich is surely 
the most suited for, reading). 

The best of the Individual es- 
says are those on Love's Labour's 
.Lost and The Sferehant of Ve- 
nice. Mr. Wilsooj^does much to 
Illuminate the^inmer play by a 
[close attention' td^ttùi techniques 
Wistage presentation (however, 
(Ueurtzuigely dlsmlsses^the: entry. 
Pof ftlielmessenjBér/of ^éath with 
an ezti«inely|eqrp;tle:^^^^^^ 
and his -yle'wTthat^fihakiespea're 
wrote The Merchant with as 
much humanitarianism as was 
possible in a time of violent anti- 
Bcmitic pressures is interesting, 
although it does seem to compro- 
mise its stature as "a great play". 
. Against these successes, one 
must place an unnecessary essay, 
obvious to the scholar and bor- 
ing to the ignorant, on the pas- 
toral novel and As You Like It, 
and an involved quibble, largely 
based on old evidence, as to the 
first presentation of Midsummer 
night's Dream which takes up a 
disproportionate share of the 
text. 

Mr. Wilson's work, like much 
of the best Shakespearian criti- 
cism of this century (one must 



except such Rbnu^oSiles . as - 
G. Wilson Knight) :Is usually pe- . 
netrating and curiously anony- 
mous in style. Shakespeare's Hap- 
py Comedies will not seriously 
impair his reputation; but I sus- 
pect that many of his arguments 
will draw Replies Churlish, not 
to speak of the occasional Re- 
proof Valiant or Countercheck 
Quarrelsome, from the scholarly 
journals.

In the 
words <ofi Lawrence iWasser,-^ the <- 
Editor-in-chief (who has provided - 
an excellent introduction to the 
collection), these poems are 
flawed, imperfect things, but 
they carry a promise of better 
work to come. I shall be watch- 
ing with interest for more poems 
by many of Forge's authors, in 
the hope that the talent so far 
displayed will grow and fulfill 
its promise.

Lyon wisely docs not attempt to 
raise sucli a storm of contro- 
versy as did Mr. Minifie of 
powder-monkey fame, which 
could be the reason he makes 
more sense, at least in this re-

less the new book is likely to

. Saskatchewan, for it is èssen- 
; tially the most detailed and com- 
prehensive attack on the Diefen- 
baker-Grcen position in foreign 
policy which this reviewer has 
seen.

Many readers will be grateful 
for Mr. Lyon's treatment of such 
imprecise terms as "nuclear 
club" and "middle power", which 
have bedeviled all attempts to 
discuss our foreign policy on a 
rational basis. He is not afraid 
to deflate such sacred cows as 
the current obsession about 
gaining thé support of the un- 
committed nations and lie depre- 
cates the dangerously simple no- 
tion that Canada could hope to 
lead : a neutral -bloc. 

HeVelte ycorrteltr> prevalent 
misconception, . about Canada's 
role In the Geneva disarmament 
negotiations, na'melyl'that our. 
usefulness retultt. from some'

.Ever since Barry Goldwater's 
The Conscience o/ a Conserratiue 
reached such a high degree of 
popularity south of the border, 
there has been a great prolifera- 
tion of political commentary.

To hear Mr. Hogan speak, 
the Conservative Party was 
solely responsible for the devel- 
opment of Canada. Where the 
party , failed to capture the 
imagination of the electorate, 
Mr. Hogan implies, it was due 
to an error in tactics rather 
than in principle. Even these 
tactical errors, he claims, were 
due more to the force of events. 

Thus Mr. .Hogan's book Is in 
the main a commentary on the 
Conservative regimes both 
federally and provincially — 
and not a very unpartisan one. 
However, in the best part of his 
book he tries to distill these 
accomplishments into a set of 
ideas or attitudes. 

However, Mir. Hogan's mistake 
Is in trying to asisign these at- 
titudes as the exclusive property 
of the Conservative Party. They 
are not Each one can also be 
applied with equal appropriate- 
nes to the Liberal Party. (&Iost 
could even be appliéd to the.-; 



New Democratic Party). In- 
deed, these attitudes are less 
the basis of the Conservative 
philosophy than of the Western 
liberal tradition — using the 
term 'liberal'- in its broadest 
sense. 

Throughout the book Mr. 
Hogin trict to draw Ideological 
differtnctt between the Con- 
•trvallvo and Liberal partitt 
Such differences are wholly 
ttndantioui. What differences 
axiit bstwten th* two parties 
have been litues telxed upon 
for the moment when a dlfiler* 
ence on this Issue exists among 
the eleetorate.^^^^^

because Conservatism as a phi- 
losophy does not exist in Can- 
ada, just as Socialism no longer 
exists in the United States. 
Conservatism in Canada is a 
tendency in Canada— a tendency 
which reflects itself in both 
major parties. That he has 
Inadequately failed to describe 
this tendency is the fatal weak- 
ness of this book. . '

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New Structures 
Soon To Rise; 
Arts Building First

One of the ma{or feotures to generate excitement through* 
out the student body and the faculty over the past few months 
has been McGill's gigantic expansion program. 



The McGillian has been confront- 
ed on all sides with evident signs 
of demolition, plans for expansion, 
and - the various stages of cons- 
truction Itself. Within tho next 
live years even the most unobser- 
•vant will remark on the changed 
aspect (hopefully for the better) 
of the McGill campus and on the 
greatly extended and improved 
academic and extra-curricular fa- 
cilities. 

The Senate Development Com- 
mittee, formed in April 1901 to 
make pians for the grcatly-nccded 
enlargement has a two-sided con- 
cept as the basis of its expansion 
policy. It wants to meet the pres- 
sing demands of the next few 
years, whUe^'at the same time, it 
Mrishes to leave room for the^ de- 
velopment of whatever faculties 
enjoy the greatest popularity in 
the future. ' 

Major Proiects 

Vice-Principal (Academic) H. 
Noel Ficldhouse, chairman of the 
Committee, has stated that cons- 
truction will begin this year on 
seven of the most urgently-needed 
buildings, the cost of which will 
be around $40,000,000. The most 
important of these new stnicttures 
is the new Humanities and^ Social 
Sciences Centre, on which;'! cons-' 
tniction is due to begin any day< 

Tha other major buildings will 
Include the Mclntyre (Medical) 
Science Building, the Stewart Bio- 
logical Building, the University 
Centre (commonly known as the 
New Union), and the Chemistry 
Building. Furthermore, there will 
be extensions added to the Patho- 
logical Building, Royal Victoria 
College (women's residence), and 
a $500,000 enlargement program 
at the Eaton Electronics Research 
Laboratory, the Radiation Labora- 
tory and Uie Cyclotron, to be com- 
pleted by mid summer. 

The most definite plans so far 
have been made for the new Huma- 
nities and Social Sciences Build 
ihg and the New Union. Sketches 
for both these structures have 
been prepared by architects Aff 
leek, Desbarats, Dimakopoulos, Le- 
vensold, and Sise, a firm which is 
also designing the Place des Arts 
and which served as associate ar- 
chitects in the Place Ville Marie 
project 

New Arts Centre 

The first of these structures, the 
new Arts Building, will be a huge 
ten-storey building which will al- 
low the faculty of Arts and Scien- 
ce to accomodate 7,000 people, 
almost double its previous enrol- 
ment This new Arts centre will 
be situated at the comer of Mc- 
Tavish and McGregor Streets, the 
site of the old Presbyterian Colle- 
ge, which has taken as its head 
quarters an attractive new build 
ing complex on University and Mil 
ton Streets. 

In the planning of this impor- 
tant new centre, the architects 
wçre concerned with paying res- 
pect to the old Arts Building and 
retaining the original harmony, 
general-feeling, and charm of the 
University Campus. Architect Aff- 
leck, speaking for his firm, pointed 
out that the building has been de 
signed ' In such à - way as to relate 
It to the historic, reknowncd, old 
Arts Biiildhig, by blending the new 
colours scheme with the contem- 
porary one, and by skilful land 
scaping. ' • ■ * - .' t Î -f- 



The planned extension will be 
connected to the Arts Building at 
its ^yest Wing and will follow lis 
general design. The lower floors 
will be occupied by lecture rooms 
ranging in size from a 650to a 
SG seat capacity, plus common and 
reading rooms. The seven upper 
floors will be filled 'with faculty 
offices and seminar rooms. 

Housed in this outstanding new 
structure will be the allied de 
partments of Economics and Po- 
litical Science, Sociology and An 
tliropology, History and Fhiloso 
phy, and the Institute of Islamic 
Studies. The department of En- 
glish and the department of Fine 
Arts will then occupy the stand- 
ing Arts Building. 

The New Union 

Construction of the second of 
the fully-planned new structures, 
the University Centre, will com 
mcnce in June on its McTavish 
Street site.The architects have de- 
signed this building with an eye 
to the future and to the complex- 
ities of student organization. Lar- 
ge entrances and wide staircases 
will provide maximum efficiency 
In hours of heavy student traffic, 
klovable room partitions will allow 
for the factor of fluctuating stu- 
dent interest which tends to em 
phasize different faculties at diffe 
rent times. 

The New Union will be four 
stories high and will have over four 
times the floor space of the old 
student centre. The basement level 
will be occupied by a tremendous 
ly-enlarged book store — a needed gram.

asset — large Daily offices, and 
other campus organization head- 
quarters. The main floor will con- 
sist of lounge and exhibition areas, 
meeting rooms, the SEC office and 
a congenial coffec-bar. 

Cafeteria and Grill Room faci- 
lities will entirely fill the second 
storey, while on the third floor a 
huge ballroom, permanent theatre 
facilities, a music room, and meet- 
ing rooms will be located. The 
fourth floor will be devoted to 
offices of the various undergradua- 
te activities, MCWA, SCOPE, and 
Radio McGill. This lay-out should 
prove an efficient and attractive 
one, well-suited for the centre of 
a university extra-curricular pro-
